At the end of subtitle C of title XVIII, add the fol-

lowing new section: 

SEC. 18ll. SUPPORT FOR STEM EDUCATION IN LOW-IN-1

COME AND UNDERSERVED COMMUNITIES. 2

(a) PROGRAM REQUIRED.—The Secretary of De-3

fense, in coordination with the Secretary of Education, 4

shall carry out a program to support STEM education in 5

low-income and underserved communities to enhance the 6

technological advantage of the United States in the areas 7

of microchip manufacturing and artificial intelligence 8

technology. 9

(b) STEM EDUCATION DEFINED.—In this section, 10

the term ‘‘STEM education’’ means education in the fields 11

of science, technology, engineering, and mathematics and 12

related disciplines. 13
